The Ninth 


The big issue on the House 
iloor this week was a bill to 
institute capital punishment 
for a specific list of crimes. 

The bill is similar to the one 
that was vetoed by Governor 
Sargent last year. 

It lists nine circumstances 
or specific crimes where the 
death penalty would apply. 
These nine crimes will be the 
new legal definition of first 
degree murder in 
Massachusetts. It is much 
narrower than the old 
definition which covered any 
premeditated murder, cruel 
and atrocious murder, and 
murder in the course of the 
commission of certain 
felonies. 

• The bill still has to go on to 
the Senate and the Governor, 
but as the House passed it this 
week it provides the death 
penalty for: 

1. The premeditated 
killing of an on-duty 
policeman, firefighter, or 
correctional officer. 

2., The premeditated 
killing of a victim of kid¬ 
napping or attempted kid¬ 
napping for ransom. 

3. Premeditated murder 
by a person previously con,- 
victed of first degree murder 


as defined by this present act. 

4. Hired killers--and their 
clients. 

5. A killing in connection 
with a rape or attempted rape. 

6. Murder with extreme 
atrocity or cruelty. 

7. Premeditated murder 
committed in the course of 
hijacking or trying to hijack 
an airplane. 

8. Premeditated murder in 
the course of breaking and 
entering into a dwelling. 

9. Premeditated murder in 
the course of committing an 
armed robbery. 


Two amendments- were 
offered to the bill on the floor 
Both were defeated. 

One amendment would have 
added a provision to include 
premeditated killing by 
anyone illegally possessing a 
firearm. 

The argument against it was 
that it would be inequitable 
and probably unconstitutional 
to separate murders under 
identical circumstances that 
were committed with different 
weapons. 

The other amendment was 
more basic, c-'.ing for the 


deletion of the automatic 
death penalty for first degree 
murder as defined in the bill. 

It would substitute a 
provision for a uniform 
procedure for deciding 
whether the circumstances in 
a given case merit capital 
punishment. Thus factors like 
the killer being under extreme 
duress, a minor, whether the 
person played a large or small 
role in the actual killing, 
would all be taken into ac¬ 
count. 

The argument against it was 
again constitutional-that the 
Supreme Court’s 1972 decision 
struck down the death penalty 
in Massachusetts and the 
other states because the laws 
were not uniform, that they 
allowed too much leeway in 
deciding who should die and 
who should not. The argument 
ran that this amendment 
would provide the same kind 
of unconstitutional leeway. 


Books 
In Review

Sitting around twiddling 
your thumbs? Bored with 
being indoors? What better 
way to wait for spring than 
through some interesting 
books on the forthcoming 
activities of nature and its 
activities? 

There are amusing stories 
to read such as one entitled “A 
Squirrel Forever” by Douglas 
Fairbairn. The author saved a 
baby squirrel from near death 
by a neighbor’s cat. What do 
you do with a month and a half 
old squirrel? Give her a name 
like “Chippy” and learn to 
love her in spite of daily an¬ 
tics—which at times can be 
harrowing to both owner and 
pet. In one instance, Chippy 
hid her favorite food 
throughout the house until it 
started turning lumpy in 
places. 

There are heartwarming 
and knowledgeable books like 
the “Spotted Sphinx” written 
by Joy Adamson. (Perhaps 
you know her better from the 
book and movie entitled “Born 
Free” about Elsa, an African 
lion.) 

The “Spotted Sphinx” is a 
•true story about a cheetah 
named Pippa. 

Mrs. Adamson wanted to do 
with Pippa what she had 
successfully accomplished 
with Elsa. In returning the 
animal back to her natural 
habitat, she staunchly 
followed Pippa for three 
years. For miles at a time she 
tracked her, fearful of brush 
fires, sickness and floods until 
Pippa mated. Later came the 
arduous times for the cheetah 
in bearing and raising her 
cubs in this harsh land. The 
entire book is filled with color 
and black and white pictures 
which are a joy to behold. 

Lastly, a book for true 
nature lovers, “Who Wakes 
the Groundhog?”, by Ronald 
Rood is a sight and sound 
book. The book is divided into 
our four seasons, with each 
season presenting its early 
risers and late bloomers. 
Reading this book is like going 
on a field trip and actually 
seeing and hearing the bugs, 
birds, and beasts here in New 
England. 

Mr. Rood also has written 
such books as “How Do You 
Spank A Porcupine” and 
“Animals Nobody Loves.” 

With the wonders of nature 
all around us, how fortunate 
we are to have talented 
writers who increase our 
appreciation of these 
treasures. 

As Thoreau once said: 
There can be no very black 
melancholy to him who lives 
in the midst of nature and has 
his senses still.
